BIRTHS 

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  corrected  number  of  live  births  in  the 
town  as  645  (34-0  boys  and  305  girls),  this  being  57  more  than  in  1969 . 

Of  these  births,  65  were  illegitimate.  This  is  10.0  per  cent  of  the  totai 
live  births,  as  compared  with  9.0  per  cent  in  1969. 

The  uncorrected  birth  rate  for  1970  was  13.4  and  when  the  comparability 
factor  (1.20)  is  applied,  the  corrected  birth  rate  was  16.1  per  1,000  of  the 
total  population,  compared  with  I4.8  in  1968-.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1970  was  16.0,  . .

STILLBIRTHS 

The  registered  number  of  stillbirths  in  1970  was  5  (l  male  and  4  females), 
none  of  which  were  illegitimate,  thus  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  8.0  per  1,000 
total  births,  as  compared  with  13. Q  in  1969* 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

Eight  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  1970 
compared  with  twelve  in  1969.  These. eight  deaths  give  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  12  per  1,000  live  births,  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
being  18,0.  Two  of  the  eight  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  after 
birth.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  (Deaths  of  Infants  during  the  first  week 
after  birth  plus  stillbirths)  was  11.0  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  com¬ 
pared  with  23.0  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  . 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  ' 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  maternal'  causes  in  1970. 

DEATHS 

After  correction  for- transferable  deaths  the  total  assigned  to  the  Borough 
by  the  Registrar-G-eneral  was  833  (370  males  and  463  females).  This  is  1  more 
than  in  1969  and  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of  17.4  per  1,000  of  population. 

When  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  to  make  it  comparable  with  other 
districts,  the  local  death  rate  was  10.6  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.

Frequently  criticism  i3  made  by  employees  that  the  minimum  legal  standard 
for  temperature  control  (60.8  F  after  the  first  hour)  is  too  low.  For  seden¬ 
tary  workers  there  should  be  a  temperature  of  at  least  65  F  and  majry  offices 
provide  a  temperature  of  70  F . 

New  offices  with  large  glass  areas  tend  to  become  overheated  in  summer 
and  sometimes  become  unbearable  for  the  occupants.  It  is  suggested  that  a 
maximum  temperature  of  82  F  -  86  F  be  made  legally  enforceable.
